Washington, July 31.—President Wil- 


son Is giving "deep and very thought 
ful consideration" to the high cost of 
living, it was announced today at the 
White House and all branches of the 
government that might aid in solving 
the problem are at work 
The President is understood to have 


been deeply impressed by the statement 
presented to nun yesterday by Warren 
S. Stone, chief of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Tramment, describing the un- 
rest over the country because of the 
decreased purchasing power of 
the 


dollar. 
In this connection, it became known 


today that the Order of Railway Train- 
men had presented to the railroad ad- 
ministration a statement similar to that 
of the engineers, setting forth that the 
trainmen must have increased wages 
unless immediate steps were taken to 
reduce living costs. 
William G. Lee, 
president 
of 
the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, an- 
nounced today that unless the railroad 
administration had taken action by Oc- 
tober 1, on the demands of the govern- 
ment that wages of the trainmen either 
be increased or the cost of living re- 
duced, steps towards the enforcement 
of the demands will be taken. 
President Lee said 
the resolution 


which had been adopted last night by 
the special committee of 16, appointed 
at the recent convention, of the train 
men at Columbus, O., would be sent 
to the railroad administration. The res- 
olution provided that in the absence of 
action by October 1 the 
committee 


would reconvene to consider the neces- 
sity for using the protective features of 
the brotherhood." 
Mr. Lee made public an abstract of 
the report of hearings recently held by 
the board of railroad wages, on the 
trainmen's demands at which he declar- 
ed an "upheaval" was nearer in this 
country today than ever before, due to 
the ur.reat arising from mounting living 
ci sts. The railroad and government de- 
partments hart better assist "to crush 
profiteering" by the "packers and othei 
industries," 
he said, than "shouting 
across the table at each other," at 
hearings to consider still further in- 
creases. 


"All 
of us are to blame," he said, "be- 
cause we are exerting every effort to get 
inore money for ourselves and better 
conditions. Every day we must realize 
that the. profiteers are taking double 
from the working man what is given 
them, and the trouble with the people 
on the hill (capitol) with us and with 
us and with every corporation and with 
everybody, is that we are exerting our- 
selves to get the dollar, while the work- 
ing man is merely existing and while 
the profiteering is piling up millions. 
"I will admit to you gentlemen that 
we are going the wrong way. I admit 
to you that it is time to call a halt, and 
I admit to you that until we get togeth 
er; until we commence together to stop 
•this, there will be hell in this country— 
and it is nearer today than I ever knew 
it in my years of experience. Just let 
somebody drop a match in this country 
of ours and it will be a sorry day for all 
of us.

Prosecutors Will Suggest 


New Laws as Need Is 
Found By Grand Jury 


Columbus, July 
31.—Returning to 


their home counties after hearing the 
necessity for" a food cost investigation 
discused by Governor Cox and Attor 
ney General Price and receiving point- 
ers as to best methods of conducting 
investigations, county prosecutors are 
expected to have grand juries at work 
within a few days. 
Through these 


grand jury investigations they hope to 
learn the reasons for the high cost of 
living and to obtain evidence on which 
to base criminal indictments against 
persons who may be deemed guilty of 
profiteering: and manipulating prices to 
control markets. 
Though efforts will be made by At- 
torney General Price to obtain sanc- 
tion of the national association of state 
attorney generals at its Boston conven- 
tion in September for a federal invest! 
gation of food costs, no effort will be 
spared to push the Ohio investigation 
iu an effort to bring about reduction of 
prices within the state and to punisn 
those guilty of law violations in as far 
as the Ohio laws will permit. This was 
made plain by both Governor Cox and 
Attorney General Price. The governor 
told the prosecutors that he will exact 
from them strict compliance with their 
official duties. 
Though there was considerable doubt 
expressed by prosecutors in the large 
counties as to their ability to obtain 
convictions under present state laws, 
they promised to go as far as possible 
and if need be, to appeal for new laws 
under which to act. .They also favored 
a federal investigation as a means of 
dealing with corporations, individuals 
and conditions which cannot be reach- 
ed by state laws. A special session of 
the legislature may be asked to enact 
emergency laws. 
Both the governor and attorney gen- 
eral as well as the county prosecutors 
expressed the opinion that It may be 
necessary to establish a national, state 
and .county .food -eftntrol department in 
order to handle situation in the fu- 
ture.

Chicago, July 31.—Chicago was com- 
aratlvely calm today for the first time 
ince Sunday and public officials ex- 
ressed the belief that the use of five 
egiments of state troops has effectual- 
y quelled the race riots which result- 
ed in 30 deaths and the injury of more 
nan 1,000 persons. 
State militiamen are patroling the 
anger districts on the south side and 
tieir appearance on the streets has had 
tie effect of suppressing disturbance. 
'hey were aided In their work by a 
riving rain which kept the crowds 
rom gathering in the streets. 
A dozen arrests were made of whites 
nd negroes charged 
with 
carrying 
oncealed weapons and there were sev- 
ral aporadoric fights between white 
men and negroes but no mob attacks 
were reported. 
State, city and county officials con- 
in ued to co-operate in the suppressnon 
f riots. 
Governor Frank O. Lowden 
n a statement issued this morning call- 
d attention to the fact that the city 
was not under martial law and that no 
uch action is contemplated unless con- 
itions grow materially worse. 
When Governor Lowden learned that 
housands of negroes who have virtu- 
illy been held prisoners in their homes 
ince Sunday because of the race riots 
were in urgent need of food, he gave 
rders facilitating the delivery of sup- 
plies to the "black belt." As a result 
nany wagon loads of food were sent to 
he district on the south side where 
elief was seriously needed.

after enduring all the burdens and hor- 
rors of the greatest war that ever cursed 
the earth the peoples of the whole earth 
were entitled not only to a just and 
righteous peace but to some effective 
means for its maintenance.

' two new pumps in the plant have been 
'entirely rebuilt, under the direction of 
one of the bes-t experts in the country. 
and are now in splendid shape. 
Each 


lias a capacity of ,"'.000.000 gallons per 
day. but the pumpago is only L'.OOO.OOO 
per day. which compared with Zanes- 
ville's S.OOO.ooo per day demonstrates 
the difference in the condition of the 
two plants, the cities being; of about 
equal population. 
The low pumpage 


rate in this city is due to the repairs 
and overhauling of the local plant which 
has done away with all leaks and also 
the operation, which has been placed 
on a hish plane, and has drawn com- 
mendations from pump and machinery 
experts. 
The new turbine for the electric light 


plant lias now been in operation for a 
period of three years, and it is a won- 
derful piece of mechanism. It runs 
a000 revolutions per minute: weighs 35 
tons, and has a surplus of 400 kw.. and 
is capable of carrying four times more 
than the load now used—which means 
tliai some day the city's surplus energy I 
may !.,c commercialized. At the presivn ; 
time the city is making current cheaper 
than Columbus. 


There are two 240 horse-power Sterl- 


ing boilers uscj and one -00 horse-pow- 
er Atlas—the three consuming eight tons 
| of coal per day. Kefore the consolida- 
j tion of the electric light and water plant 
| IS tons per day were used. The coal is 
brought direct to the plant by the 
switching- arrangement and the cars of 
coal dumped into the storage hoppers. 
there being a capacity for 1000 tons, 
which is being increased to 1300. enough 
to care for the plant for six months. 


The engineer in charge at the plant j 


is Walter Kussmaul—a brother of the 
superintendent. lie has nine men as his 
assistants and there are three shifts of 
eight hours each. The vast machinery 
is in splendid working condition and it 
is a revelation to the uninitiated when 
they are shown over the works and the 
various parts pointed out and fully ex- 
plained. 


Tho interior or the plant has been 


repainted, also all the machinery, and 
•be wcrk wa« done b\ Lanning Bros. -I: 
was necessary to paint the ceiling from 
s-.vinsinc: scalfolrts over 75 feet in the 
air. and so hot was it under the roof 
that work was begun each morning at 3 
" clock, the men quitting before 10. 
Then the side walls were painted, all in 
lead and oil. and then the machinery 
was finished with red lead machine paint 
and V.ext gray lead and a linal coat of 
varnish. 
It took the contractors with 


their force of men three weeks to finish 
tho job. 


It is the intention of Superintendent 


Kussmaul to beautify the grounds this 
fall. They will be graded and shrubbery 
of various kinds set out. Flower beds 
will alto be planted and when the linal 
improvements arc made Newark will 
huve onf of the most modern plants for 
a city of this size in the entire country.

ECUADOR OFFERS 


BIG OPPORTUNITY 


Should Attract American 


Capital and Enterprise, 
Says Vice Consul. 


Denver, Colo. July SI.—With a popula- 


tion smaller than that of Philadelphia, 
and an urea slightly larger than that of 
Arizona, Kcuador offers alluring oppor- 
tunities for American capital and enter- 
prise, in the opinion of Charles W. Cope- 
land, American vice consul at Guaya- 
quil, who is now in Denver. 


Political toward Americans, genial in 


disposition, practical though a bit dil- 
atory in their business dealings, and 
slightly inclined toward superstition, the 
Klcuadoreanw, according to Air. Cope- 
land, possess a blend of characteristic* 
puzzling though not displeasing to a.n 
Anglo-Saxpn mind. 


"At lirst, the average American bus- 


iness man is likely to be vexed by the 
constant attitude of 'manana,' said Mr. 
Copeland. "Hut experience shows that 
the Kcuadorean's 'manana' is as good 
as our 'today.' He pays his bills scrup- 
ulously—but one must be content to 
wait until 'manana.' " 


Textiles and foodstuffs of all kinds 


are the chief items imported by the 
people ot Ecuador. 
There is also a 


heavy demand for hardware, ready-made 
clothing, machinery, drugs, and boots 
and shoes. 


The principal articles of export are 


cacao, Panama hats, coffee, vegetable 
ivory, cotton, hides and rubber. 
"Ecuador is a land of paraadoxes," 


observed the vice consul. "The Panama 
hat capital of the world is not Panama, 
but Jipdpayi or Monte Cristi, Ecuador. 


"Another paradox is that many deadly 


insects and reptiles are not deadly in 
Ecuador. 
For example, I have never 


known of a case where the bite of the 
tarantula has proved fatal. 


"With the explication of yellow fever, 


through the efforts of the Rockefeller 
toundation. 'one of the greatest deter- 
rents to the advent of foreigners lias 
been removed.' . 


Superstitition. which is not confined 


to the ignorant classes, is a dominant 
trait of the Ecuadoreans, says Mrs. 
Copeland. 


According to Mr. Copeland, there is 
great diversity of climate in Ecuador, 
ranging from Hie hot humidity of Guay- 
aquil to the bracing air of Quito, the 
capital, and of a number of mountain 
restorts. The commercial center of the 
country, however, is Guayaquil. 
PACIFIC FLEET 


TO GET WELCOME 


Every City It Visits Is Plan- 


ning Big Receptions and 
Many To Make It Legal 
Holiday. 


San Francisco, July 31.—Outside of 


war and peace no event of recent years 
has received the attention which Pacific 
coast cities will give to the visit of the 
new Pacific fleet. 


Scheduled to arrive at San Diego on 
or about August 10 the fleet then is to 
proceed to .Los Angeles' harbor,: San 
Francisco, Puget Sound, and from there 
to Honolulu where Secretary of the 
Xavy Daniels will officially open the 
great Pear! Harbor drydock. 
Every- 


where the fleet is to stop ambitious re- 
ceptions are being planned to eclipse 
any similar event in Pacific coast his- 
tory. 


At San Francisco about August 15, 
President Wilson is expected to greet 
the fleet on his tour of the country in 
behalf of the League of Nations. Pres- 
ident Wilson, if nothing interferes with 
his itinerary, will review the fleet in 
San Francisco bay or just off the Gol- 
den Gate. This, naval men say, will be 
the greatest naval pageant ever witness- 
ed in waters of the Pacific ocean. 


In every city the fleet is to visit, com- 
mittees to arrange for its welcome have 
been named. Parades will be held in 
every city visited, it was said. 


In most places it is planned to make 
at least one day of the fleet's stay a 
legal holiday. From the inland cities 
and towns thousands of persons are ex- 
pected to make their way to the shore 
cities and aid in extending welcome. 


It is planned to outdo the memorable 


receptions which attended the x-isit of 
the Atlantic fleet '.o the Pacific coast 
in 1908. during its famous trip around 
the world.

At San Diego a great aerial display 


in connection with the fleet will be held. 
There, many army airplanes will fly out 
in welcome with nuvy airplanes. At San 
Francisco airplanes are expected to 
come from Mather field at Sacramento 
to aid in the celebration.

PARLIAMENT TO 
PASS LABOR BILLS 


W i l l Provide Adequate 


Wages and Fix Hours of 
Employment. 


London, July 10.—(By Mail)—To pro- 


vide adequate living wages and, to set a 
limit of 48 hours as a week's work is 
decla/ed to be the purpose of two 
important bills which are being pre- 
pared for action in parliament. 


These" two measures are understood 


to be the result of an agreement be- 
tween representatives of employers, of 
trade unions and of the minister of la- 
x>r, acting as a national industrial con- 
ference. 
They are described as "gov- 
ernment bills on maximum working 
hours and minimum time rates." 


The wage bill as drawn up provides 


for an inquiry by a commission to decide 
what shall be the minimum wages for 
adults and for young persons, the com- 
mission to consider the cost of living. 
It is also provided that the minimum 
wage shall be adequate to meet the in- 
increased living cost. 


The bill intended to make 48 hours 


constitute a weeks' work does not apply- 
to domestic servants, seamen on ocean- 
going vessels, nor to employes in posi- 
tions of trust and confidence. 
An in- 


nulry is to be held regarding the work- 
ing conditions of domestic servants and 
seamen to determine whether they can 
bf brought within the scope of the bill. 


It is stated that if the bills are ap- 


proved and accepted by the workers 
effected by them, the trade unions will 
lie asked to aid the povernment in or- 
canizinp a national industrial council to 
IK- representative equally of employers 
and trade Unionists.

The most serious riot of the night 
took place at Fifty Third and State 
streets where 200 policemen 
fought 
nearly two hourn a crowd of negroes, 
firing several hundred shots before the 
rioters were subdued and 46 of them 
arrested. It was only after the patrol- 
men had chopped their way into gome 
of the buildings and seized a dofeen 
snipers with their rifles and 500 cart- 
ridges that the fighting ceased. •- 
Although many heads were cracked, 
as the police charged the barricaded 
negroes, all the rifle fire resulted in 
the Injury of only one person. Patrol- 
man Emil Johnson, driver of a patrol 
wagon. 
Before the troops had all been as 
signed, there were some minor clashes 
with roughs, however. The first me- 
lee occurred In front of the shop base 
for the motor transport corps at Fifty 
First street and Wabash avenue. Nine 
negroes armed with revolvers drove 
back and forth in front of the base, 
one.A squad of soldiers soon came up 
and gave chase, capturing the negroes 
after firing several shots at them. 


Major Maeey, in command of six 
companies of the first reserves and a 
platoon of his men were fired on by 
snipers at Fifty Eighth street and Ra- 
cine avenue. None of the soldiers was 
hit and when 
they scattered and 
sought their assailants the latter dis- 
appeared. 
While the soldiers were taking their 
stations, a. crowd of whites surround 
ed the home of John Coles, a negro 
policeman In Englewood, and rained 
bullets on him and his wife The house 
was severely damaged before police 
men came to the rescue 
Interference with the United States 
has carried the riot situation through 
official channels to Washington. Fed- 
eral officials hinted today that troops 
would be asked to surround the post 
office, affording protection of employes 
of both races and guarding delivery of 
mall. 
Failure of 1000 chauffeurs, carriers 
and clerks to report for duty yester- 
day was declared by Postmaster Car- 
lite, to constitute interference with the 
mails. The interference was reported 
to Postmaster General Burleson. 
Plans for the collection and preserva- 
tion of evidence for the prosecution 
of those guilty of murder and assault 
.in the riots have been completed by 
Attorney General E. J. Brundage and 
state Attorneys McLay Hoyne. who 
were in conference again today. "The 
states attorney and I will immediately 
send detectives and investigators out 
to obtain evidence against some of 
these men that take human life so 
freely," Mr. Brundage said. "We ex 
pect to send some of them to the pen 
itentiary.." 
Samuel C. McCoy, colored who told 
the police he was 102 years old, prob- 
ably was the oldest person picked up 
by the police as a. suspect in the round- 
up of rioters, he was disarmed of a 
loaded revolver and warned to go to 
his home. 
A white woman, dressed in man's 
clothing and carrying a pistol was ar 
rested. 
She told the police she was 
on her way to a railroad station and 
had donned male attire through fear 
Of rioters. 
Leaders among the negroes of Chi- 
cago met last night in an effort to 
discover the real causes of the race 
riots and to devise means of ending 
the disorders. 
Resolutions were adopted advising 
negroes to be the first to cease acts 
of violence and asserting that nothing 
but evil could result from attempts to 
wreak vengence, real or fancied. 
With the coming of daylight it was 
discovered that rioters in a number of 
streets on the southside had stretched 
steel cables across the pavements with 
the evident intention of preventing the 
fire department from answering alarms 
and perhaps wrecking the apparatus. 


There were a number of fires in 
houses occupied by negroes, during the 
early morning hours. 
The police be- 


lieve the fires were started by white 
rioters.
